Workers Union, and. the Steel 
and Metal Workers Industrial 
Union, a forerunner of the CIO. 
He joined the Socialist Labor 
Party in Seattle when he was 13. 

He jdimed the Communist 
Party in 1922, at the age of 19, 
after hearing William Z. Foster 
speak in Seattle. He became ac- 
tive at once in the Young Com- 
munist League, where he. held 
a series of posts—National Sec- 
retary, Trade Union Director, ° 
and New York Organizer. His. 
exceptional organizing ability 
caused him to*become assistant 
to Foster in the Trade Union 
Educational League in 1929. 

Later he was Communist Par- 
ty organizer im Illinois and 
Ohio, where, under his leader- 
ship,. the Party co-operated in 
organizing first the unemploy- 
ed and later miners, steel, auto 
and rubber workers into the 
CIO.

THE MAP on page 6 of the 
Wall Street Journal of March 4, 
shows the areas where most 
U. S. miltary bases outside the
